PROFOUND THINKER ANB THEOLOGIST 


The Death of Bishop Becker Will Be 
Heard with Sorrow in Every 
Part of the State—Funerai 
at Savannah Monday 
Morning. 


Bishop Thomas A. Becker, of the dio- 
cese of Savannah, and generally beloved 
leader of the Catholic church in the south. 
died at Washington, Ga, last evening at 
§:30 Qclock. 

The death of Bishop Becker willl cause 
profound sorrow throughout the state, as 
well among his co-religionists as with 
those of different denominations, who, 
while differeing with him in faith, ad- 
mired his splendid traits of character and 
his wealth of mind and heart. 

The end of Bishop Becker's life of use- 
fulness: Came last evening at the St. Jo- 
seph orphanage in Washington, where he 


went some weeks ago to obtain a rest

fully and quietly to the sufferer, The 
last rites of the Catholic church were 
administered a few minutes’before death 
by Father Keiley, of Savannah. 

The funeral services will be held at 
St. Patrick’s church, Savannah, Monday 
morning at 10:30 o'clock, and it is ex- 


pected that many of the friends of the 


deceased in this city will go to Savannah 
to pay their last respects to the departed. 

In Atlanta Bishop Becker was well 
known and greatly admired as a man and 


bishop. He alded Archbishop Spalding 
very materially in preparing for publica- 
tion The Catholic Miscellany, a volume 
of essays that is in the hands of nearly 
every Catholic in the world. 

“He Was a man that to know was to 
love. In May, 1886, he was transferred 
to the See of Savannah, and did much 
good work in this state. In Macon he 
succeeded in establishing the Society of 
the Jesuits, and a college for the training 
of the voung men for’ the Soicety 


in that society. t

Bishop Becker was born at Pittsburg, 
Pa., in 1832, of parents of German Luth- 
eran faith. He was reared, however, in| 
the Presbyterian church, and remained 
loyal to his’adopted doctrine until a/| 
young man, when he went to Rome to 
study at the Propaganda. , 

He was ordained in 1859, and returning 
to this country, was assigned to Rich- 
and afterwards to Martins- 
burg and Berkeley Springs. 

At the close of the war Bishop Becker 
returned to Baltimore, and there was 
connected with St. Peter’s church. Later, 
still, he was appointed professor of the- 
ology at St. Mary’s college, Emmetts- 
burg. After this he was stationed at the 
cathedral at (Richmond, Va., until elected 
head of the diocese of Wilmington, Del. 

In speaking of the life of Bishop Beck- 
er, and of his work in this state, which 
began in 1586, Father Schadewell, who 
was one of his close and intimate friends, 
said last evening: 

‘Bishop Becker was one.of the best 
and most powerful men in the Catholic 
church. The influence he exerted was

The New Orleans 
interesting artl- 
derivation. of the word 
“Dixte’’ to the notes issued by the Citt- 
zens’ Bank of Louislana, says The Ban- 
kers’ Journal. 

The original song, “Dixie Land,” was 
composed in 1859 by Daniel Decatur Em- 
mett, as a ‘“‘walkaround”’ for Bryant's 
minstrels, then performing in Mechanics’ 
hall, NewYork. Mr. Emmett’s expe- 
were varied, and part of his life 
had been spent with the circus. THe had 
frequently heard the performers make the 
remark, “‘T wish I was in Dixie,"’ as soon 
as the northern climate begartato be too 
severe for the tent life which they fol- 
lowed. This expression suggested the 
song “Dixie DLand.’’ 

It made a hit at once with the playr- 
going public of New York. and was speed- 
lly spread to all parts of the union by 
numerous bands of wandering minstrels, 
who sang and danced to it. In the fall 
of 1860 Mrs. John Wood sang it in New 
Orleans, in John Brougham’s burlesque of 
““Pocahontas,”’ and ere a week had passed 
the whole city had taken it up, and the 
darky on the street corner and the banker 
in his office were both humming it con- 
tentedly. A New Orleans publisher saw 
possibilities in the music, and without the 
authority of the composer had the air 
harmonized and rearranged, issuing it 
With words embodying the strong south- 
ern feling then existing in the chief city 
in Louisiana.

When a plece of disputed or suspected 
handwriting is submitted to an expert, 
his first care is to note its general apn- 
pearance. He observes what seem to 14 
the characteristic habits of hand in t} 
writer, the style, shading and connect! 
of letters, their relation to the base li: 
of the writing, and other — significant 
points, The same process is applied to 
specimens of the alleged writer’s genuine 


‘hand. 


Tine next step is -to disintegrate the 
writing, to that letters repeated in both 
specimens may be compared in detail 
when placed side by side. In this way 
divergences or resemblances which might 
not appear to the eye in the body ofa 
paper are made perfectly clear. If any of 
the letters show signs of hesitation or re- 
touching, as frequently happens in forge- 
ries, they are photographed through the 
microscope. By this enlargement re- 
touches or tracings are brought out so 
that they can be seen plainly by the un- 
trained eye,

Probably this was the only time in 
history of the world that ships were 
captured by soldiers on horsevack. The 
government of Holland collapsed and the 

country was annexed to France.
